This species is a good one and distinguishable from Alnus firma as follows. 
Alnus Sieboldiana Matsum.: Branchlets and leaves glabrate; strobiles solitary (rarely 
2); when a branchlet has both pistillate anjl staminate catkins, the latter is 
lateral and situated below or between the former, and leafy branchlet from 
the terminal bud. 

Alnus firma Sieb. et Zucc.: Branchlets and leaves glabrescent or pubescent (var. 
hirtella Franch. et Sav.); strobiles 1—3, racemose; when a branchlet has both 
pistillate and staminate catkins, the latter is generally ^terminal and lateral 
above the former and as the strobiles grow after blossom the part of the 
branchlet above the insertion of the raceme of strobiles withers and remains 
■at the base of the raceme, and leafy branchlets from lateral buds below.
